Such is the Dame of tha uew paper which 
has been on the stocks for some time. It was 
launched yesterday inorDiner. It is to repre 
sent tLe sentiments of ecms people in tbi6 
State who have a right to be heard as well as 
other poople. It is to represent unconditional 
Unionism in Kentuck}! and it is important to 
know what that is. The terms employed need 
explanation in present circumstances. The 
Abolitionists all profess to be unconditional 
Union mcr; but they begin with a radical in- 
disposable condition— the abolition of slave- 
ry. They have long made that a condition of 
Union. There can be no Union without it. 
Such is their position uow, and 6uch is the po- 
sition of this new paper, judging f rom its edi- 
torials and the documents it publishes to show 
it3 status. What right, then, has it to assume 
tiiat it is an unconditional Union paper? It 
is an advocate of the dominact party, and that 
party has declared by its nc!8 that there can 
be no more I'Dion of free and nlave States. It 
will have no Union txcf-pt on its own condi- 
tions. Oar f.tVcrs were cot unconditional 
Union men. Tbcy prescribed very carefully 
the conditions of Uuion in the Cocstitutien. 
Thty would, with pcrleci uaanimity, have 
scouted a Ucion without cor.d:ticiis. 

We are upconditionally for the Union they 
msde, w.th iff, conditions, il we can get it We 
do net say we would aceept no other; but wc 
have a ripht to the old Uuion irith Ut condi- 
tu>7is; and no power on earth has | right to 
impose any other conditions on us. Our 
f ilhcrs did not claim the right to impose 
their conditions on any State, and we have no 
right to impose any upon the majority of any 
ate. Such an act would be naked usurpa- 
tion and deepo'.ism. 

Now, we charge that the dominant party are 
striving to make a Union with new conditions, 
I which are to be imposed by force on a major- 
, ity of a State. I . is tor a Union unknown to 
our fathers, and unwarranted by cur institu- 
tions, contrary to our historical precedents 
and judicial interpretations. Yet they call 
themstlves unconditional Union men. Judg- 
ing by their acts they are unconditiosolly for 
the abolition of slavery, no matter what har- 
pen6 to the Union. They are not for Union at 
all without this tbtir party condition. God 
forbid it, says one of their leaders. To Eave the 
life of the nation, another says he will t hrow 
the Constitution to the wiods. That is, to save 
a man'* life, he will throw his hsad to the 
wtads. 

Such is the conduct of a party that comes 
to us with the clap-tr»p of unconditional 
Unionism, which means the destruction ol the 
old Union with its conditions; ?nd the form?.- 
tion of a new one with other conditions. This 
is a gross abuse of terms. It is a war on diction- 
aries and language, as well as a war on the 
old Union and its cotditions-the only thing 
it has a right by lorce to s*ve.

known »t the origin ot the contest; that has 
been lying low and keeping dark until lately. 
Where were they when help was needed to 
save this State from being precipitated into 
the rtbellioc? Where wtre they and their new 
creec? 

We aflirm that there wds no such party in 
this State at the incipiency of the rebellion, 
nor was there any such party in the Union. 
The Administration itself and its friends re- 
pudiated such a creed. If there was the in- 
cipiency of such a party in Kentucky they hid 
their beads in the storm; Kentucky was saved 
lrom the rebellion by other men who repudi- 
ated the doctrine now preached and repudiate 
it still.

The whole truth in, that genuine Abolition- 
ism found no expreeeiou in Kentucky, nor did 
it lind any in the Administration. It is a new 
sentiment, born of the revolution. Nothing 
now is genuine Union settiment except de- 
votion to the Administration. Any opposition 
to it is cot genuine Union sentiment! 

It was a year and a half after the war began 
before the Administration had any genuine 
Union sentiment, and It w^s still later before 
any of it appeared in this Slate ! If this is de- 
nied, then we shall prove it by the record, bo 
that the genuine Union !«entiment can not de- 
ny it. The Administration aud its intelligent 
friends will not deny it. 

We are treated here to the usual clap-trap. 
The Administration is c?gag2d in putting 
down the rebellion; opposition to its meas- 
ures embarrasses the work and aida the re- 
bellion. 

Then it is assumed that the Administration 
is infallible in its means; if supported in all 
iU means it will inlallibly succeed. Well, 
majbe the Administration and the genuine 
UnionisU ore inlallible; ma>be, if everybody 
approves and aids these measures, the rebell- 
ion will be put down.

LETTER FR0?I THE FR0XT. 

Large Fire Here— The Particulars— Un- 
usual Number of l>c*.erters— Capture 
of Joe Johnston's Eiigiueer— From 
the Front at Ringeold and Knox villi- 
—The KDOXville-Greenville Conven- 
tion—It Adjourns Without Doing 
Anything— The Radicals Defeated— 
East Tennessee Not Committed to 
the Administration — Miscellaneous 
Items of New 

[Special Correspondence Louisville Democrat.] 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 16. 
JUtssrs. Editors : At about eignt o'clock this 
morning smoke was seen issuing from one of 
the windows cf a row of three-story buildings 
in the northern part of tQwn. At first it W38 
announced tliat cniy a few bed-clothes had 
caught lire, aud that there was no danger. 
The upper part of the building was occupied 
by the government saddle shop, while the 
lower room was used as a place in which to 
lodge Union refugees. The adjoining build- 
ing on the north is the government military 
prison, while on the south were two back- 
houses, one used as a hospital and the other 
about to be opened as a dry goods store. Next 
to this there was a row of small dilapidated 
frame houses, in which were stored articles 
belonging to the Sanitary Commission. 

When it was found that the first building 
alluded to above was on fire, every one eeemed 
for a time paralyzed. It soon became evident 
that the building muct burn, and perhaps 
those next to it. A large number of deserters 
from tbe rebels quarte^d there, as well as 
the other prisoners, were at once removed 
ur.der guard. The prisoners in the adjacent 
military prison were also taken away. Bftds 
and bedding, and everything elss possible, was 
at once carried out, and those «ccupying 
houses idjacent prepared to vacate. 

When the Mimes besran to rae:e, Generals 
Thomas, Palmer, Steadman and others ar- 
rived and went to work to stay the flames. It 
was found that the only way to do thi.i was to 
tear away the several small shanties separating 
the brick houses. At this work the soldiers 
went with a will, and these be- ng taken out 
of the wav, the fire was kept /roin spreading. 
Tbe other buildings were then allowed to burn 
down, excepting the military prison, which 
was saved. 

INCIDENTS. 

The stores of the sanitary comm ssion were 
carried into tbe street and placed under guard. 
A quautity of potatoes were scattered over 
the streets, which were picked up by the sol- 
dier?, who were more anxious to get them 
than to put out the fire. The loss to the com- 
mission will not be very large, 

The Indiana State Agency was also burned 
out, and we understand some stores and a 
quantity of relics destroyed. 

The refugees who had been laying on the 
floor of one of the houses have not now where 
to lay their heads. Of course they think their 
fate a hard one, and truly it is. Compelled 
to leave their homes, they find an asylum for 
a time on the floor of a Government house, 
and there pursued by relentless fire, are forced 
to take the open air for their shelter. 

Many of the officers worked hard with their 
own hands to put out the fire. Among the 
r.uraber we noticed Generals Steadman and 
Palmer, Colonel Taylor, Major Newton, Capt. 
EL M. Smith and L'eut. Ludlow. Others were 
equally assiduous in their labors, and we only 
mention these as coming particularly under 
our observation. Indeed some of the officers 
ran great risks in tearing away the houses and 
carrying cut goods. There wer,e others, 
however, who stood quietly by and smilingly 
witnessed the destructien of Government 



MORE DESERTERS. 

A large number of deserters, over a hun- 
dred, led by a Lieutenant, cime in last night. 
They report Joe Johnston busily cng?ged in 
fortifying, and slate that he he has about fifty 
thousand men. His army is in a good condi- 
tion and his men in fine spirits. They seem 
to be imbued with the idea that this year will 
end tbe war one way or the other. The rebels 
are massing a large cavalry force in that neigh- 
borhood, it is supposed, for the purpose of 
making raids on our railroads. 

A TOPOGRAPHICAL ENGINEER 

on Gen. Johnston's staff was captnred yester- 
day some twenty miles from Cleveland. He 
was making sketches on what is called the neu- 
tral ground— that is, both parties 6cout over it. 
He was very much surprised, as he supposed 
he was between two strong columns of their 
forces which had bsen 6ent out for the pur- 
pose. His maps are very valuable, and will 
p.ave our cflicers considerable trouble and risk. 
Nothing could be got out ot him about rebel 
destens or movements, but he seemed to be 
corfldent ol ultimate success, and that before 
another year should roll around. 

AT THE FRONT. 

All is quiet at Ringgold at this writing, and 
nothing is going on at all in the military line 
excepting the transportation of troops and ar 
tides of subsistence. The immense ware- 
houses here are fi'.kd to overMjwing with 
hard-tack, bacon and other stores. The rail- 
roads are in fine running order and do a large 
amount of business. Our men at the front 
are tiring of inaction, and would hail With de- 
light the time when active operations are 
once more begun. They forget the danger in 
their panting desire lor that cxcltemeut which 
Is the inducement many have to lead a sol- 
dler's life. 

IN FRONT OF KNOXVILI.lt. 

Our army occupies the same position it did 
a month ugo. Lengstreet, since his falling 
back toward Jonesbort>, has left but a small 
force on our front. IS is not a euppoeable 
case Uul the rebels intend to try to tnter 
E vl Tennessee from that direction, but will 
only keep sufficient force thereto prevent our 
advancing. It seems to be tha «ettled opin- 
ion among army officers that the decisive bat- 
tles of the war will be fought at Richmond 
at.d iu the neighborhood of Hilton. This 



army can be relied on for their share of the 
work. 

THE ( OKVENTICN. 

Thi-i assembly at Knoxville was looked for- 
ward to with great interest by tha people of 
East Tennessee. The delegates were appoint- 
ed some three years ugo. The business of the 
convention may bo summed up In a few 
words: After meeting it was discovered that 
the radictls, led by Brown low and others, had 
no chance. Two sets of resolutions were in- 
troduced, one endorsing emancipation, and 
the other of a conservative character. Each 
hai their advocates, and most of the time 
of tbe convention was taken up by speeches 
of tbe members, part supporting each set of 
n solutions. The scheme to make a new S'ate 
of E.st Tennessee waB abandoned, as it had 
few edvocates txccptlrg those seeking offices. 

Brownlow and his friends seem "to have 
reckoned without their host, for they were 
unable to carry a single one of their extreme 
measures. The whole thing in a nut shell 
wm the meeting of a number of old politi- 
cians, who let out against each other the nccn 
mulated venom of the past three years. 
Nothing was accomplished, and the conven 
ticn tgloiirned yesterday, on motion of Gen- 
eral Milligan, who introduced resolutiors 
settirg lonh that as the delegates had been 
appointed three years ago, they could not now 
speak for the people of E>st Tennessee. 

The whole thing was a failure, ncl'her party 
attaining their object, and the breach is onlv 
evidenced rmorg those who, as they are all 
for the Union, should be friends. Carter, 
Baxter and the others who spoke in favor of 
cotservaiive action, have never been and are 
not i-ow Democrats. They were of course 
called Copperheads and Butternuts only be- 
cause they presumed to oppose the extreme 
measures of the Administration.

Raid iu Hartford, Ky. 

The following letter, giving further particu- 
lars of the guerrilla operations at Hertford, 
has juct reached us through the mail. It comes 
from a reliable source: 

Hartford, Ky., April 12, 1804. 

Messrs. Editors i About ten o'clock this 
(Tuesday) morning a band of rebels, number- 
ing sixteen, entered our hitherto quiet vil- 
lage, aud after arresticg a majority 01 the cit- 
izsna, proceeded to £ack the town. They rob- 
bed the bank of thir:y-six thousand dollars. 
One thousand and e;x hundred dollars of this 
money belonged to L. Null, Esq., five hundred 
to Captain Duke aud the balance to the bank 
and private individuals. They eutered the 
store ol Levy A Ro9eaburg, and took clothing 
to the amount of from three to five hundred 
dollars. They also entered the store of Simon 
Small, and took about seventy-five dollars' 
worth of clothing. Mr. Benton (saddler) lost 
some forty dollars' wutth of saddles, bridles, 
&c. Mr. White lost a fine horse. They took: 
possession of all the guns and pistols they 
could find in town. 

The band was commanded by Captain Jake 
Bennett. This, I think, is the extent of the 
damage done to our citizens. 

A company of fifty home-guards started ia 
pursuit, and will likely overtake them. 

The guerrillas were well dressed, well 
armed and well mounted, and seemed well 
adapted to stealing and plundering. 

It is a remarkable fact that the guerrillas, 
in robbing the back, took nothing but green- 
backs, leaving a large amount 01 geld, silver 
and Kentu cky money in the safe. F.

IStPThe strength and position of the rebel 
forces in Florida is thus stated in a letter to 
the Philadelphia Inquirer: The infantry, some 
nine or ten thousand, are at Baldwin, which 
is now stronoly fortified; an earthwork a mile 
square, with redoubts, encircles the town. 
Another c imp of about three thousand troops, 
part cavalry, is at McGirt's creek, twelve miles 
below here, on the direct road to Baldwin. 
Still another force is at Camp Fiaegan, mostly 
Georgia cavalry, with three batteries and two 
regimentu of infantry. A force is also at Deep 
Creek, between Pilatka and Gainesville, sta- 
tioned there to watch our camp at Pilatka. The 
number of Confederate troops now in Florida 
is probably sixteen to twenty thousand, com- 
manded by Major-General Patten Anderson.

Mr. COLFAX, the Speaker (Mr. taUi 
of New Hampshire, in the chair as Speaker 
pro tenqxtre). I offer as a question of privilege 
the following preamble and resolution: 

Whereas on the 8th of April, 1864, when th 
House of Representatives wa* in Committee of 
the Whole on the state of tht: Union, \ : > .%■« ••-.:: 
Lmvcj, a Representative from the second district of 
Ohio, declared himself In favor of reco«%izii;g the 
independence and natlona'ity of the so-called 
Confederacy now in arms against the Union; and 
whereas the said so-called Confederacy, thus 
sought to he recognized and established on the 
ruins of a dissolved or destroyed Union, has as Ita 
chief officers, civil and military, those who have ad- 
ded perjury to their treason, arid who seek to obtain 
success for their parricidal efforts by the killin- ol 
the loyal soldiers of the nation who arc seeking 
to save it from destruction; and wherens the oath 
required of all members, and taken by the said 
Alexander Lo*« on the rlrft day of the present 
Congress, declares "that 1 have voluntarily given 
no aid, countenance, counsel, or encouragement to 
persons engaged In armed hostility to the United 
States." thereby declaring that snch conduct Is re- 
garded as inconsistent with membership in the 
Congress of the United States: Therefore, 

Resolved, That Alexander Is—, a Representa- 
tive from the second district of Ohio, having, or. 
the 8th of April, 1861, declared himself in favor of 
recognizing the independence and nationality of 
the so-called Confederacy now in arms against the

Atrocities m Arktuuas— Rebel Gangs in West- 
ern Kentucky. 

fSpecial Dispatch to the Cincinnati Oazett*.! 

Caiko, April 10. 

Steamers Glendale and C. E. Hillman ar- 
rived this evening, having left Memphis yes- 
terday with over one thousand biles of cot- 
ton. They passed Fort Pillow last evening. 
Tbe rebels had all gone. The main body left 
yesterday morning, the rear guird In the af- 
ternoon, taking all tho small arms. They 
destroyed the ammunition. Notbiag is left 
of the place but a few chimneys standing. 
Everything was bumed. 

On Thursday evening the Emma was fired 
into about a mile above the fort, by fifty rebels 
in Federal uoiform. No one was struck. 

The Iatan was fired into the Bame day, at 
the foot of President's island, without injury. 

The steamer Commercial, yrnich arrived at 
Memphis from Duval! 's Bluff on the 10th, re- 
ports the country infeBted with small binds of 
guerrillas, who are constantly committing out- 
rages on citizsEB, and threatening to attack 
that place. On tbe l'< b, news reached Little 
Rock that a gang had visited tbe Louse of Mr. 
Nixon, Representative elect from Franklin 
county, aud murdered him in cold blood. 
The week previous a Representative from Ar- 
kansas county was kidnapped by guerrillas, 
and has not since been beard from. 

Oa the 11th, four hundred Texas cavalry at- 
tempted to surprise tbe camp at \. > Seville, 
upon the Arkansas riv«"r. A four hours' fight 
ensued, in which t'ue Union troops had two 
hundred and forty men engaged. The anemy 
were driven off, with a loss of twelve killed 
and a large number of wounded. The Uuion 
loBS was tire killed. 

The Clara Dolson, long used by tbe navy as 
a receiving ship at this station, has been given 
up to the owners on an order lrom the United 
States Court.
